In the dark ages of Popery, when

A bill 
of indictment was found in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia against him, and 
a warrant issued for his arrest The 
Marshal of Iowa Territory got intel- 
ligence of his being in this place, and 
procuring the necessary papers for 
his arrest, proceeded to this place in 
search of him about three weeks ago. 
After making inquiry, and becoming 
satisfied that he’ was secreted in Nau- 
voo, under the immediate protection 
of the Prophet, he said to him (the 
Prophet,) that he was authorised to 
arrest the said J. Smith, for an of- 
fence committed by him against the 
United States government, and wished 
to know where he was — to which the 
Prophet replied, that he knew noth- 
ing about him. The Marshal said 
he knew he was secreted in the city, 
and was determined to have him; and, 
unless he was given up, he would have 
the aid of the Dragoons to find and 
arrest him. Joseph Smith then repli- 
ed, that was not necessary; but, if the 
Marshal would pledge his word and 
honor that he should have the bene- 
fit of a city writ of Habeas Corpus, 
and be tried before him, he would 
produce the fugitive in half an hour. 
After some hesitancy, the Marshal 
agreed to do so, when the prisoner 
was produced in the time specified.

— A letter from 
St Petersburg!!, dated March 21, says, 
that to check the emigration ofjthe 
Jews over the frontiers, the followjng, 
sanctioned by the Emperor, had tipen 
made law; — “Jews who without ligal 
license, or with legal licenses wl ich 
have expired, go over the fron ier, 
when they have before been recogni ted 
as actual Russian subjects, and as s ich 
been brought back into the emp ire, 
shall be given up to the local gov m- 
ment authorities, who shall deal 1 ith 
them according to the laws re la tin to 
deserters and vagrants, even when the 
former places of residence and the 
parishes to which they belong /are 
known. According to these laws, They 
shall be employed in the military ser- 
vice; in case they are unfit for it, be 
placed in what are called the pe utl 
companies, without the right of be ng 
given up to their parishes, if the latter 
shall desire it If they are not fitfftir 
hard labor in the public works, t|ey 
shall be sent with their wives to settle jin 
Siberia.”
